ELIZABETH COUNCIL OF CHURCHES 


ORGANIZATION 
1. PURPOSE 


The Elizabeth Council of Churches is formed for the purpose 
of directing and promoting the interests of the Kingdom of Christ 
through united religious and civic activities with the view of the 
avoiding of duplication of effort and the conserving of results. 


2. MBEMBsnSHIP it 


The Flizabeth Council of Churches shall consist of the 
ministers of all Christian churches of Elizabeth and vicinity 
desiring to affiliate therewith and one lay delepate or alternate 
elected by each of said churches, and also include the executive 
officer and one lay delegate or alternate from the Y.W.C.A. and the 
Y.M.C.A. and such other religious organizations as might from time 
to time be accepted for membership. 


3. OFFICERS 


At the first regular meeting of the Council the following 
officers shall be elected: A President, a Vice-President, a Treasurer 
and an Executive Secretary. These officers shall be elected by BING hey 
Council annually at the October meeting and shail hold office until 
their successors are elected and installed. 


4, EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers of 
the Council, the Chairmen of the various standing committees and 
also a representative from each denomination in the Council not 
already represented on this Committce. 


5. FINANCES 


The expenses of the Council shall be provided by the 
churches co-operating and so far 4s practical be based upon the 
membership strength and the financial ability of each individual 
church. 


6. PROGRAM 


The program shall deal with immediate religious and civic 
needs of the churches and the community and be developed as occasion 
justifies. Rach activity undertaken shall be handled by a standing »~- 
or special committee whose functions shall be determined by the 
Council in accordance with the nature of each activity. Activities 
may be promoted without involving the unanimous participation of all 
of the churches who are members of the Council.

My dear Mr. Robinson: 
I have your letter of June 25th. I remember the situation 


regarding you and I think you have the records clear and the calculations 
entirely correct. 


Your membership in the Plan began April 1, 1928 on the 
salary basis of $5520., which continued until December 31, 1928. Your 
earned annuity in the Service “ension Plan on that basis would be $51.75. 
Beginning January 1, 1929, your salary basis was $8000. Your earned annuity 
on that basis from January 1, 1929 to July 21, 1958 will approximate $2950. 
This, of coursre, will give you a total earned annuity on your 65th birthday 
of more than $5000. I have no hesitancy in saying that by that time the 
maximum will have been increased so that you will receive all that you have 
earned. At the present time, of course, the maximum annuity’ at 65 is $2000.
